After several years cit remarkable s il i c a s , during 
which time IVnnsylvania came to be recognized .is having 
the best liquor enforcement in the United States, the en 
tire Liquor Board program is tieing rudely challenged by 
the I )emocratic State Auditor General, G. I larold W agiler* 
Hie Auditor General has demanded an interpretation 
of the statutes which would take the control ot liquor out 
of the hands of the Liquor C out ml Board and place it in 
the hands of Mr. Wagner's subordinates. 
Moreover, his demands would open the doors to the 
neatest shakedown yet devised by the hangerson of the 
liquor traffic— notorious always tor the ingenuity and 
persistence with which they seek the e a s y m oney of slip 
l>cry liquor transactions. 
I he fact th.it Mr. W agner himself 
may have no 
thought of using such a shakedown, or that he may not 
even have realized how it could lie worked, does not 
change in the least the facts that the doors would he* open 
tor some less scrupulous person to use it, or that future 
developments might surround tin* Auditor General with 
suspicion, even though he were innocent. 
I Ih' matter was brought to a head a few days ig<> 
w h e n the Auditor General held up orders ten more than 
$1,000,00(1 in liquor purchases by the Board, under his 
power to "approve” such purc hases. 
I he issue of who is to run the* Liquor Board was 
clearly joined by the statement of the Deputy Auditor 
General, james IL Mc F a dd en: 
“ W e want to make sure' th.it tin* present state of til** 
GIVEN I Board' s inventory justifies purc hases of 11»i.**> size.” 
Nothing could Im* more clear. 
Die technicalities cit 
the purchase's, the legal points which an auditor would 
ordinarily be expected to sc an, are not in question. Instead, 
die argument is whether the Board is buying too muc h or 
too little. H i e Auditor is attempting to audit, 
not 
the 
financial transactions, hut the* policy of the Board. 
I w o previous Auditor Generals, both Democ rats, 
have' served during the life of the* present statute. It is note 
worthy that ne ithe r ever attempted to go to Ult on the 
theory which Mr. W agner n o w advances. 
I hey may have, and iii tact did, at times call 
the' 
Board S cir the' Governor s attention to what appeared to 
them to Im* t o p h e a v y purchasing. 
But they did not, as 
Mr. W a g n er is doing, attempt forc ibly to hack the ir ow n 
judgment against that of the Board, 
It takes little reflection to know that whoever has final 
say on purchases really runs the Liquor Board. Everything 


e l s e the board does is secondary or dependant on actual 
buying; if buying stops, everything stops. A bottleneck 
on purchasing is a bottle neck on everything else the Board 
does. 
The question of the exact intention of the f 
whethe r the statute require s the Auditor Ge’ncral 
prove th** form cir the policy of the purchase 
has 
be en finally passed upon. 
Actually, the disputed clause* was written into the 
Liquor Code in 1937 by the* Earle Administration under 
pre uh.ir circumstances. 
T h e state had seethed during the* first two years of 
the Little Ne*w Deal with scandalous rumors about ra< k 
eteering conditions in the liquor traffic. Many I )e*mo< rats 
were grave ly uneasy about m any transactions. Even the 
above-board deals were of so mysterious and unusual a 
nature* that som e of them were; in litigation lor years. 
The amendment was presented and passed on the
